I am writing you concerning a matter of immediate 
importance. The "Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America" is an expression by some thirty of the leading 
denominations in the United States of their purpose to make 
their service more effective by means of mutual counsel and 
co-operation. It originated in a Plan of Federation pro- 
posed by the Inter-Church Conference of 1905, and since 
adopted by each of the constituent bodies. The first of its 
regular quadrennial meetings will be held in Philadelphia, 
December 2-8th, 1908. The most important question now before 
our churches, which will there be considered, is, how prac- 
tical application of this spirit of co-operation can best be 
made in their respective communities. In a word, the "theory" 
of co-operation has already been declared sound by our 
churches and they are now squarely facing the question of its 
"practice". 


Bishop Hendrix of Kansas City, as Chairman of the 
Committee on "Organization and Development" has asked that 
we secure if possible the interest and support of five indi- 
viduals in each city in the United States of over five 
thousand inhabitants. The object is to justify the recom- 
mendation of a plan which will bring the Federal Council into 
vital touch with the various communities where the actual 
work of the churches is done, and at the same time place it 
on a sound business basis. If the Executive Committee can, 
in this way, be prepared for field work during the four years 
intervening between the first and second meetings of the 
Federal Council, a practical demonstration will result as to 
how far systematic co-operation can increase the service of 
our churches. 


The Committee earnestly asks that you be eme of 
the five to represent your city and aid in bringing this 
about. All subscriptions will be reported to the Federal 
Council meeting. We trust-that you will express your will- 
ingness to make a yearly contribution for the four years, 
and that you will make it as generous as possible. An early 
response on the enclosed card will be greatly appreciated.

Sionary properties, We have been notified that patents will 
be issued to this Board to four certain pieces, one of them 
at Hoonah, although at that point they have cut down our 
acerage from samewker something over 200 acres, as showh in 
the application, to less than 20 acres. Now comes a suggestion 
from the Whipkeys that a native couple, Jos, and Julia Reece, 
Should be permitted to build a cottage upon the property, they 
taking upon themselves the ueenxpatiun obligations of cottagers, 
as was done in Sitka, 

What would be your advice in this matter? Would it, 
do you think, be safe to permit this occupancy prior to the 
actual receipt of the patent, and in any event, our acreage 
being so small, would it, do you think, be wise to permit the 
natives to build upon the property at all? We shall thank you 
very sincerely for your view upon the subject.

Thenk you very much for yours of the 7th inst., in 
reply to ours of the 4th with regard to the various mtters 
in Alaska, with reference to which we wrote. 


Your recommendations with regard to the Hoonah 
matter, it seems to us, are very wise, and I think action 
will be taken in accordance therewith. We will at ohce 
proceed to get from the Department at Washington a copy of 
the latest land laws and send them to each mission station 
in south-eastern Alaska. May we trouble you once more to 
Suggest where we should apply for these land laws, and what 
particular kim description we should give in order to secure 
what we want and nothing more. 


The immediate cause for our letter with regard to 
Saxman was thet the New England Fish Company, through Mr, 
John M. Stedman, its Ketchikan agent, is running a line for 
electric power along the shorts back of our houses in Saxman, 
and, as Edward Marsden savs, paying no attention whatever to 
the clsims of the Indians. Depending upon the statement 
which you had made to us years ago, that you had had the 
Saxman property platted and surveyed at your own expense, the 
office did not direct Mr. Whitworth to make the survey there 
when the other points were surveyed, This, as you will re- 
member, was back in 1896 and was done through Dr. MeMillan,. 
We did, however, make formal application for this property 
along with the other properties, in Jamary 1905, That 
application was made, based upon the then last reports of 
the Department of the Interior, in which report the Surveyor 
General of Alaska reported that certain mission lands had been 
surveyed on account of the Board of Home Missions at certain 
points in Alaska, and the points named were as follows: 


Wrangle, Saxman , 
Haines, Sitka, 
St.Lawrence Island, 
Howkan , Hoonah , 
Eagle, Pt. Barrow.
